While 102 member na tions contribute $21 billion this ra ises our 
quota to $5 billion!

pa yments sha ll he in gold. The Tokyo Resolution, howev er, re­ 
quired these terms. 
Then on April 1 the House Committee on Ra nking a nd Cur­ 
rency confirmed tha t the Cnited Sta tes must pa > one-fourth ($238.75 
million) of the proposed increa se in gold.

As can be seen from the above statem en ts, sp o ils an d ath letes 
a t DHS have defin itely m ade a chan ge for the better. T he n ew 
im ag e of the athlete w ho is w holeheartedly devoted to his sp o rt is 
steadily becom in g the rule ra th e r than th e ex ception a t Dix on .
